Meets the Present Crisis.

Women Finally Routed. 

The. women finally were routed with many 
casualties, including some cuts, abrasions, 
contusions, and a great loss of millinery, hat 
pins, hair pins, and 81 light impedimenta. 
The victorious police suffered some slight 
bodily injuries and the temporary loss of a 
few helmets. f 

It was to denounce the omission from the 
king’s speech at the opening session of par- 
liament of any reference to the enfranchise- 
ment of women,and to celebrate the first anni- 
versary of the opening of the vote demanding 
campaign that several hundfed women gath- 
ered at Caxton hall in the afternoon and 
listened to flery speeches by their leaders. 

How can we eit in our seats,’’ exclaimed 
one of these, while the government ignores 
women? If all the women in this hall went 
to prison tonight we should have the fran- 
chise tomorrow. Do as you are bid. Fight 


we shall have won the battle.” 

Then followed the aged Mrs. Despard, sis- 
ter of Gen. French, whose great grief has been 
that the police refused to arrest her on the 
occasion of the last outbreak. 

„The time for words is passing away, she 
said, and the time for action has come.“ 


March for First Attack. 

These and similar speeches fired the en- 
thusiasm of the women, and finally they 
@ecided to march to the house of commons 
to demand votes. Many, however, balked, 
and only about 200 joined the procession, 


„John Browh’s : 
The police did not interfere with the proce 
sion at the start, only warning Mrs, Despard, 
who headed the crowd, that they would not 
be allowed to enter the houses of parlia- 
ment, but as they persisted 4 few mounted 
constables were ordered to turn the proces- 
sion. They edged their horses, whose gentle- 
ness and complete control is well known, 
against the front ranks, and these broken 
the marchers halted. The women, however, 
rejected all persuasion of the commanding 
inspector to quit, and in a few moments they 
again advanced towards the parliament build- 

ings. 
Police Attack Women. 

By this time a great crowd of onlookers 
had assembled, and traffic was paralyzed. 
Thereupon the police began to break up the 
demonstration This was no easy task. 
Some of the women stood with their arms 
linked and refused to budge. Others dashed 
in. small parties to the doors of parliament, 
where the police repulsed them, 

Soon the street was dotted with isolated 
groups of women struggling with the police 
and resisting arrest, while mounted men 
moved to and fro, scattering others. Fight- 
ing, pushing, struggling, shrieking, excited 
flights into the lobby of the house of com- 
mons, and prompt ejections occupied an hour, 
to the extreme amusement of the large 
crowds of onlookers. 

One woman rushed at a policemam and 
smote his helmet with her muff three or four 
times. He took the attack good humoredly, 
but retorted by arresting his assallant. 

A large number of processionists lacked the 
courage to follow their leaders, and watched 
the battle from a safe distance. Meanwhile 
the police were reinforced, and wholesale ar- 
rests began. Those arrested struggled, and 
shouted, and often had to be dragged or car- 
ried to the police station, screaming: ‘You're 
hurting me. Let go my arm!” and similar 
expressions. Hate were torn off, hair came 
down, and the street was littered with hair- 
pine. 

Rally for Second Attack. 

Ultimately, after thirty-four women had 
been arrested, the others retired defeated be- 
fore the concerted movement of the mounted 
police, Later they reassembled at Caxton hall, 
where they rallied their forces for a second 
attack. More violent speeches were made, 
one of which included a threat to startthe 
biggest revolution yet known if they did not 
get what they wanted. The women then 
again formed into line and moved for a sec- 
ond attack on the house of commons. 

The police this time did not temporize with 
them. They pushed their way among the 
.ranks and scattered them right and left. 
Without waiting to reorganize the women 
rushed along the street, and a race for the 
parliament buildings followed, which was 
joined in by an enormous crowd of idlers. In 
front of the palace yard was drawn up a pha- 
lanx of police, whom the women vainly tried 
to pass. One virago dashed like a football 
player against the tuniced wall and rebound- 
ed. Twice she repeated her futile effort. 
Then she was arrested. 


Police Show No Mercy. 

Just as the crowd became thickest and 
most excited, and while a babel of shouts 
and shrieks was filling the air, a fresh body 
of mounted police came up, causing a stam- 
pede which threatened to be dangerous. 
Parliament square for a brief time was given 
over to the riot. At 10 o'clock it looked like 
an ugly night row, but orders already had 
been sent for more police. A big force ar- 
rived on the run and by sheer force of num- 
bers rushed the mob out of the Square, which 
afterwards was guarded by constables at all 
points. 

In the second fight twenty-three more 
women and the husband of one of them were 
arrested. All were bailed out by midnight, 

Some of the women complain volubly of 
the violence of the police, but many onlookers 
were more impressed by the violence of the 
women. The worst of them cast all dignity

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NO SALOON LICENSE LEGAL? 


Indiana Circuit Judge Holds All 
Permits Violate Law. 


POSER FOR LEGISLATURE, 


Liquor Trade No Less a Social Peril 
than Gambling. 


Lebanon, Ind., Feb. 18.—{ Special. ]—Circuit 
Court Judge 8. R. Artman today handed 
down a decision calculated te give saloon- 
keepers nightmare. Judge Artman held that 
the legislature has no more legal right to 
license the sale of intoxicating liquors than 
it has to license gambling. 

If the decision is upheld by the higher 
courts it will close every saloon in the state. 
Judge Artman held that the retail liquor 
business has no legal standing, on the ground 
that it is not one of the inherent common 
law rights of citizenship, since the business 
is dangerous to public health, public morals, 
and public safety. 


Legislature Can’t Give Right. 

The legislature, Judge Artman declared. 
cannot make lawful for a price that which is 
unlawful, because that contravenes the fun- 
damental principle of government. In other 
words, the legislature cannot legalize a 
menace to public health, and nor can the 
state, under the guise of à police regulation 
looking to the public morals, license the sa- 
loon business. 

A wealth of opinions from the higher courts 
of many states and of the United States Su- 
preme court bearing on these contentions was 
quoted in the decision. Some of the decisions 
quoted showed that both federal and state 
courts had ruled that no form of gambling, 
such as lotteries, etc., could be legalized, 
since they are a peril to the welfare of society. 
In this connection Judge Artman pointed out 
many of the same courts had held that the 
sale of intoxicants was a menace to the wel- 
fare of the community, and held therefore 
that if it was right to declare gambling un- 
lawful it also was right to declare liquor 
selling unlawful. 


Is Menace to Society. 

“Can the legislature,” his decision says, 
“legalize the destruction of the public 
health, the public morals, and the public 
safety? Can the legislature make lawful for 
a price that which is unlawful because it 
contravenes the fundamental principle of 
government? Surely not. In the absence of 
a license the police power of the state regards 
any business, thé inherent character, tend- 
ency, and effect of which is to destroy the 
public health, the public morals, or the pub- 
lic safety, as immoral and unlawful. This 
is what the cases heretofore cited mean by 
holding that the right to engage in the sale 
of intoxicating liquors is not a common law 
privilege, inherent in the rights of citizen-

As Well Legalize Crime. 

In summing up, Judge Artman said: “In 
view of these holdings, based as they cer- 
tainly are upon good reason and sound com- 
mon sense, it must be held that the state 
cannot under the guise of a license delegate 
to the saloon business a legal existence, be- 
cause to hold that it dan is to hold that the 
state may sell and delegate the right to make 
widows and orphans, the right to break up 
homes, the right to create misery and crime, 
the right to make murderers, the right to 
produce idiots and lunatics, the right to fill 
orphanages, poorhouses, insane asylums, 
jails, and penitentiaries, and the right te 
furnish subjects for the gallows.” 


VICIOUS BULLDOG IN REVENGE 
ENDS LIFE OF ITS MISTRESS. 


Woman Relents After Beating Ani- 
mal and Offers It Good Supper—It 
Attacks and Fatally Injures Her. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 13.—Mrs. Lena 
Smith of this city, who was terribly torn 
and bitten by a vicious bulldog at her home 
last night, died at a hospital today. 

The dog was whipped by Mrs. Smith on 
Monday and showed resentment all of yes- 
terday. She went ifito the kitchen of her 
home last evening with a plate of meat for 
the dog and was immediately attacked by 
the animal. She was thrown to the floor 
and, despite her struggles, was horribly bit- 
ten. Her arm was torn Into shreds and was 
afterward amput.a.ed. 

Attracted by Mrs. Smith's screams her hus- 
band went to her assistance and killed the 
dog with a poker. Before she became un- 
conscious Mrs. Smith said:

Factory Inspector Accuses Or- 
ganist of St. Joseph’s School. 


CHILDREN UNDER AGE TOIL. 


Get Papers from F. Kiolbassa on Their 
Own Statements. 4 


Following the discovery of 1,882 alleged 
fraudulent or Miegal age and school certifi- 
cates in the hands of young children, Chief 
Factory Inspector Ed T. Davies today 
will cause the arrest of F. Kiolbassa, organ- 
ist of St. Joseph's Polish school, Forty- 
eighth and Paulina streets, on a charge of 
violating the state law governing the issu- 
ance of the certificates which entitle chil- 
dren to go to work. 

As a first step toward putting an end to 
the operations of what Mr. Davies charac- 
terized as a “certificate mill” every em- 
ployer of child labor in the city has been

The collecting of the 1,382 certificates has 
been a work of weeks, a half dosen inspec- 
tors having been detailed to the task. They 
have been issued from St. Joseph's parish

Charge to Be Technical One. 

The complaint which will be made against 
the school organist today is that he issued 
the certificates, although not authorised to 
do so by law. Should Inspector Davies fall 
to bring about his conviction on this com- 
plaint—and there is some doubt as to wheth- 
er a man not authorized to issue certificates 
could be held for issuing fraudulent ones— 
he probably will be charged with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

Inspector Davies sald during the day that 
Organist Klolbassa has been issuing age and 
school certificates—the certificates required 
under the state law before a child may be 
employed—since July 1, 1008, and that he 
has regularly signed to these papers the 
name of the Rev. M. C. Pyplatz. Mr. Davies 
makes the further charge that Kiolbasea has 
accepted fees ranging from 25 cents to 80 
cents for issuing the certificates, although 
the state law expressly forbids the collec- 
tion of fees for this purpose.

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THAW CASE HALTS: 
FEAR A MISTRIAL. 


Serious Illness of Wife of 
Juror May Cause Delay of 
Several Days. 


LAWYERS IN A QUANDARY 


Some Talk of Proceeding with 
Only Eleven Men in the 
Box. 


New York, Feb. 13.—[Special.]—A halt was 
called to the Thaw trial this morning that 
may seriously embarrass the progress of the 
case, even if a mistrial does not result. 

The wife of Juror Joseph B. Bolton became 
seriously ill on Tuesday, and the physicians 
who examined her discovered that she was 
suffering from double pneumonia. The fami- 
ly physician, Dr. H. H. Tinker, who first 
saw Mrs. Bolton at her home, 1187 Boston 
road, speedily made out the following certifi- 


cate: 

“I certify that Mrs. Joseph B. Bolton is 
m. suffering from pneumonia, that she L 
under my care. and that her condition is so 
critical that her husband ought to be noti- 
fied of the fact and allowed to see her, if 


only for a short time.” 
Dr. Theodore C. Janeway was called into 
the case by Dr. Tinker, and he added this 


statement: 

“J certify that I have seen Mrs. Bolton, 
in consultation with Dr. Tinker, this.even- 
ing, and find the facts as stated. Her con- 
dition is sufficiently critical to demand her 
husband’s presence.“ 

These certificates were conveyed to the 
court officers in charge of the jurors at the 
Broadway Central hotel, and early this 
morning Justice Fitzgerald was informed. 
He decided that Juror Bolton might be al- 
lowed to visit his wife in company with two 
court attendants and another juror. 


Forenoon Session Abandoned. 


When court opened in the morning the 
news had gone about the Criminal Courts 
building ‘so that nobody was surprised when 
the jury was not brought into court and Mr. 
Jerome, addressing the court, said that, as 
Juror Bolton had been allowed to go to see 
his wife, an adjournment until 2 o’clock 
seemed advisable. It was promptly ordered. 

By 2 o'clock Mr. Bolton had returned 
from his wife's bedside and occupied seat 
number 11 in the box as usual. He is prob- 
ably the oldest man on the jury, being well 
toward 60. He seemed to be in perfect com- 
mand of himself and appeared to give close 
attention to what went on at the afternoon 
session. 

Juror Bolton was allowed tonight to spend 
the night at his home, accompanied by an- 
other juror and two court attendants. Un- 
less his wife's condition takes a rharp change 
for the worse he is expected to be in court 
tomorrow morning. 


If Juror’s Wife Dies? 

Just hat will happen in case Mrs. Bolton 
should die has not yet been determined. A 
good deal would depend on the attitude of 
Mr. Bolton himself. Should he think that 
after a few days’ delay he cou'd return to the 
jury box and give the case his hest attention 
it might be that by agreement of counsel 
the case would proceed. There are said to be 
precedents in this state for the continuance 
of a murder trial with only eleven jurors in 
the box, when the withdrawal of the twelfth 
has been due to circumstances reflecting no 
discredit on him. 5 

It seems probable that the defense would 
be willing to agree to almost any reasona- 
ble condition that was also legal in order to 
avoid a mistrial, for it is kncwn that in the 
present state of the case the lawyers for the 
defense feel that their witnesses have made 
an excellent impression on the jury. 


Defense Far from .Through. 

Mr. Delmas’ prophecy that the defense 
would have its evidence all in by tonight has 
fallen far short from realization. When Dr. 
Evans was through his testimony today the 
defense was apparently unprepared to call 
any more witnesses. Mr. Jerome said that 
if he could only be informed of what wit- 
nesses the Thaw lawyers were going to call 
and what line of evidence it was planned for 
the two family doctors of the Thaws—Dr. 
Deemar and Dr. Bingamon—to give, it would 
mean the saving of much time. 

After court adjourned Mr. Jerome and sev- 
eral of the Thaw counsel had a conference 
along this line and also discussed what to do 
in case the wife of Juror Bolton should die. 

Late Tuesday night queries from Pittsburg 
began to come in, asking if it was true that 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw had committed suicide 
or been assassinated. It wasn’t. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that some Pittsburg re- 
porters sent here to send dispatches regard- 
ing the trial to their newspapers in that city 
had been exercising their highly stimulated 
imaginations. 


Dr. Evans Resumes Testimony. 

Dr. Evans, the alienist’' who occupied the 
stand all of yesterday, was the only witness 
examined in the brief afternoon session. He 
took up the examination at the point at which 
it was interrupted by yesterday's adjourn- 
ment. 

Doctor,“ began Mr. Delmas, taking the 
facts gathered by you during the eight vis- 
its you made to Mr. Thaw and taking the 
facts embodied in my hypothetical question, 
when did the manifestations of insanity take 
place?” 

Mr. Jereme at once objected to the ques- 
tion on the ground that Dr. Evans had testi- 
fied to the various points, physical and other- 
wise, on which he examined Thaw, but had 
hot stated the results of these tests or the 
manner in which they were applied. He was 
sustained. ' 

Mr. Delmas thereupon took up the various 
points of the physical examination, one after 
another, asking Dr. Evans to explain the 
method and result of each. 


Thaw’s Physical Condition. 

Dr. Evans testified first as to the general 
condition of Thaw’s body as to nutrition, and 
said it was good. The condition of the skin 
also was good. 

The shape of the head showed no particu- 
lar points or facts, except that there was an 
unusual and marked depression here —— ”’ 

Dr. Evans pointed to a spot on the back of 
his head to illustrate to the jury. 

Jam unable to attribute any special sig- 
nificance to it, or to characterize it, for the 
reason that I never before had met such a 
depression. 

What was the result of the tests of the 
reflexes?” 

The doctor explained that the tests of the 
refiexes have no bearing on the mental con- 
dition, but are used to determine whether 
there is a spinal lesion and was prt of the 
physical examination. He explained the re- 
flexes known as knee jerk and tickling of 
the feet to determine sensitiveness. In the 
latter test there seemed to be unusual sensi- 
tiveness. The pupillary reflexes the reaction 
of the pupils of the eyes to light were tested. 

The pupils responded, I believe, normally 
to the tests of light and distance,” said Dr.

The reflexes of the eye were, in my opin- 
ion, normal. The ankle reflexes were not 
abnormal.“ 

Dr. Evans next gave the details of his ex- 
aminations of Thaw’s pulse, tests being made 
on numerous occasions. 


Remarkably Nervous Pulse. 

“He exhibited the most remarkable nerv- 
ous pulse it has ever been my opportunity 
to examine,” said the alienist. “ The pulse 
indicated a nervous control of the heart, 
showing the sympathetic nervous system to 
be seriously at fault. The irregularity. of 
the heart was evidenced by the pulse chang- 
ing its rate four times within a minute, the 
variance being twelve to twenty-four beats. 
I have never before known a heart to act 
that way. I have known the pulse to change 
once in a minute, but Mr. Thaw's pulse would 
start the first quarter of a minute at 64 
beats and in the next fifteen seconds would 
run up to 112 or more. It would then change 
to 90 and back to 80 or 82. I took his pulse 
many times and noticed this variance on 
every occasion.

Jerome Has Thaw’s Will. 


At this point there was a conference ot 
the attorneys, as the result of which District 
Attorney Jerome announced that Mr. Del- 
mas had submitted to him for final examina- 
tion before it should formally be offered in 
evidence again the will of Harry K. Thaw.

Stops Basketball Game. 

When the fire started. a girls’ basketball 
game was in progress on the sixth 
floor. The members of the competing teams, 
attired in gymnasium suits,’ fled down the 
stairway to safety in the street, but left 
their street clothing hehind.. It was not until 
‘some hours later that the police recovered the 
lost apparel and returned: it to the bevy of 
frightened girls who had sought refuge in 
nearby offices. 

The fire started in the basemént and spread 
to the first floor quickly. A first alarm of fire 
was. followed by two specia! calls which 
brought. thirteen fire companies to ‘the scene. 
The basement was filled with desks belonging 
to the Derby Desk company. The firemen 
found difficulty in extinguishing the flames. 
For a time adjoining buildings were threat- 
ened by the fire, which was fanned by a brisk 
wind from the south. The loss is estimated 
at $60,000. 


Carelessness Thought Cause. 

The fire is supposed to have originated in 
the rear of the basement. It is thought some 
one threw a match into a pile of burlap.

ICE LOADED “DRIP PAN” FALLS. 


Drops from Elevated Structure and 
Ties Up Van Buren Street 
Line. 


A huge “drip pan or shield under- 
neath the Franklin street station of the Met- 
ropolitam Elevated railroad fell to the street 
yesterday afternoon with a loud crash, car- 
rying with it several hundred pounds of ice. 

A shower of broken ice fell to the street, 
but the big iron pan was held suspended in 
midair by the heavy traction feed wires 
under the elevated structure.

Many Bonds Taken from New 
Britain, Conn., Institution; 
Church Funds Gone. 


STATE OFFICER ACCUSED. 


Governor Asked to Remove Com- 
missioner for Alleged Neg- 
lect of. Duty. 


New Britain, Conn., Feb. 13.—More than 
$500,000 worth of securities was taken from 
the vaults of the Savings Bank of New Britain 
by the missing treasurer, William F. Walker, 
according to a statement issued by the board 
of directors of the institution late this at ter- 
noon, following the examination of the collat- 
eral in the bank by State Bank Commission- 
ers Kendall and Noble. 

Ae far as is known Mr. Walker did not 
tomch the ready cash or the book accounts. 

Frere is left a surplus of about $143,000 over 
and above the amount due to depositors, the 
actual shortage being $565,000. The directors 
believe the greater part of the securities will 
be recovered. 


Shortage in Church Account. 

Besides the shortage in the bank, it was 
definitely established today that Walker had 
made big inroads into the 875.000 fund of the 
Connecticut Baptist convention, of which 
he was the treasurer. 

President Thompson of the society said 
today that a large number of railroad bonds 
placed in Mr. Walker’s hands are missing. 
Their market value was . 000. There are 
other shortages in the accounts of Mr. Walker 
as treasurer of the society, it is alleged. 

As a result of the conditions shown to 
exist in the bank, Mayor George M. Landers 
today sent a letter to Gov. Woodruff asking 
that Commissioner Kendall be removed from 
office on the ground of neglect of duty and 
incompetency. a 

He pointed out in this letter that, when 
Mr. Kendall began an examination of the 
affairs of the bank last Thursday, Treasurer 
Walker, 6n a plea of illness, left the bank and 
Commissioner Kendall did not continue his 
work, but returned home to await Walker's 
convenience, knowing at the time that the 
latter did not return home that day. 


» Given Warning Before Visits. 


Mayor Landers says he is prompted to take 
this action through personal knowledge that 
the bank was not examined as a rule until 
after an appointment had been made by the 
commisstoners with Treasurer Walker. 

There was no little excitement in and about 
the bank during the day, owing to the un- 
easiness of hundreds of depositors, who sud- 
denly found that they could not get their de- 
posits under ninety days, the bank, upon 
order of Attorney General Holcomb, having 
taken advantage of the bylaw requiring no- 
tice of withdrawal. 

No one in New Britain has been able to 
give a reason for Walker's need of the bonds, 
as members of his family, his fellow employés 
in the bank, and his partner in an outside 
business enterprise declare that they never 
knew of any speculative ventures on his 


part.

What Papers Revealed. 

The stolen documents. referred to corre- 
spondence between the minister of commerce 
and the state audit office, in which the latter 
is asked for an explanation of certain tems 
in the budget. It is said that one of the items 
questioned is the payment of a. sum of money 
to a newspaper writer for assistance in bring- 
ing about the recent compromise between the 
Hungarian coalition and the throne. 


Same Scandal in Berlin. 

BERLIN, Feb. 13.—The trial of Oscar Poe- 
plau, formerly an assistant in the archives 
Mvision of the foreign office, and later trans- 
ferred to the colonial bureau of the foreign 
office, began here today. Poeplau is accused 
of taking official letters from the filés of the 
foreign office and, through an intermediary, 
giving them to Herr Roeren, one of the cen- 
ter party leaders in tne reichstag. 

This is part of the so-called “colonial 
scandal which Herr Roeren and others 
ot his party: stirred up in the reichstag, charg- 
ing the colonial bureau with mismanagement 
and favoritism. | 

Poeplau, it is charged, was dismissed from 
the public service on account of indiscretions, 
and it is claimed that he took the documents 
and turned them over to the center party 
leader out of a spirit of revenge for his dis-

ADMIRAL BALKS AT NAVAL PLAN 


Beresford Refuses Command of Chan- 
nel Fleet Uniess It Is Adequate 
for Defense. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford, who is at present in the United 
States for the purpose of settling the estate 
of his late brother, Lord Delval Beresford, 
has thrown a bombshell into naval circles by 
placing himself in direct antagonism to the 
government's policy for the distribution of 
Great Britain’s naval forces. 

A semi-official statement, evidently inspired 
by Lord Beresford and issued tonight, is that 
he declines to accept command of the chan- 
nel fleet; which he was to have taken up on 
March 4, under the altered conditions, as a 
result of which this fleet will consist of four- 
teen battleships, four armored and three un- 
armored cruisers. 

His lordship, the statement says, while 
Willing to undertake the defense of the home 
waters, is only prepared to do so with the 
number of battleships, cruisers, and destroy- 
ers capable of performing the task and 
trained under his orders in peace time.“

South park commissioners, and in this way

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Within the last few days between phe attor- 
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to the winds and behaved like maniacs. One, 
recognizing a member of parliament enter- 
ing the house, grabbed his coat tails, shriek- 
ing: It you go into the house, I go, too.“ 
The man tried to release himself and go on, 
but the woman held on tight, and his coat 
began to tear. Eventually he wriggied him- 
self free and escaped. 

The police, on the whole, were remarkably 
forbearing and good humored. Many of them 
seemed to enjoy the row, but in two or three 
cases they displayed roughness, although it 
is doubtful whether, even in these cases, the 
women themselves were not chiefly to blame. 

Before the house rose, the Hon. Claude 
Hay, conservative, and James Keir Hardie, 
leader of the labor party, questioned Home 
Secretary Gladstone regarding the conduct 
of the police, alleging there were cowardice 
and unnecessary violence. Mr. Gladstone 
said he knew little of what had been going 
on outside, but the police hitherto had done 
their duty and undoubtedly they would con- 
tinue to do so. They were, of course, not 
expected to use needless violence. If it was 
found they had done so proper notice would 
be taken of it, but he did not believe it could 
be shown there was such violence. 

Press Criticises Police. 

The Tribune and other papers complain 
this morning that the police were need- 
lessly brutal in dispersing the woman suf- 
fragists yesterday. It is asserted that more 
than 500 police were employed to restrain 
the women, that many 
suffered by the charges of the mounted men, 
and that the suffragists in many cases them- 
selves were badly mauled. 

Among the women arrested are Mrs. Des- 
pard, a sister of Gen. French, the uncap- 
tured heroine of many previous demonstra- 
tions, and who led in the agitation of yes- 
terday, and the two Miss Parkhursts, who 
also were prominent in the scuffiing and who 
were arrested during the second attack upon 
the police, which was fully as violent as the 
first. 

In an interview Gen. French said he was 
sorry to hear his sister had been roughly 
handled. ‘“‘ We tried to dissuade her from 
mixing in this business, but if she will join 
this foolish agitation she must expect to 
suffer. It is my own opinion that the police 
have been far too lenient with the women, 

Mrs. Despard herself is gleeful at having 
compelled the police to arrest her. Another 
leader, Mary Gawthowpe, is downcast at the 
result of the demonstration. She said: “ We 
intended to get 100 arrested. See how we 


have failed.” 


GIVE PRAISE TO SUFFRAGETTES. 


Suffragists Arriving in Chicago Indorse 
Strenuous Ways of English Sisters 
and Denounce London Police. 


The report which came during the day from 
London announcing another riot between the 
London police and several hundred “ suf- 
fragettes ’—members of the English na- 
tional organization of radical suffragists— 
who were trying to force an entrance into the 
house of commons, furnished a topic of con- 
versation for the delegates and officers of the 
association who arrived at the Palmer house. 

The conversation was not reflective. In 
no uncertain terms the women denounced the 
“eruelty,”” underhanded methods,” and 
“ faithlessness of the English liberal party, 
and notwithstanding the fact that the Amer- 
ican organization represents a more conserv- 
ative wing of the woman’s suffrage move- 
ment than the English “ suffragettes,’ the 
Americans expressed deep sympathy and 
even envious admiration for the tactics of 
their more strenuous sisters.

Extend in every way the call for the submission to 
the people of a sixteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution which, if passed, would give 
women the same right to vote that men have.

be free. The first open session will be this 
afternoon, but prior to that there will be an- 


other meeting of the executive committee, at 
which the preliminary work of the Anthony 
memorial will be disposed of.

VERDICT FOR ANNIE OAKLEY 
IS SET ASIDE AS EXCESSIVE, 


Damages of $27,000 Found Against 
Newspaper Regarded as Too Much 
by Judge Tuthill. 


Judge Richard S. Tuthill yesterday set 
aside the verdict of $27,000 which recently 
was given to Miss Annie Oakley, the rifle 
shot, in her suit for damages against the 
Chicago American. The judge ordered a new 
trial. He declared in his decision that the 
award of the jury was excessive. 

Miss Oakley brought suit against the news- 
paper because it used her name erroneously 
in reciting the story of a woman who took 
her name and who was arrested at the Har- 
rison street station some time ago. 

In setting aside the verdict Judge Tuthill 
said: 

The error in the case was of such a nature 
that the whole verdict was so tainted that it 
is ugeless to take itup. A higher court would 
reverse it even if it were reduced. 

The verdict was grossly large and exces- 
sive, and no reasonable man could look at 
it without coming to the conclusion that 


— 
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first. Now we know better; we know that 
these women have accomplished more in a 
year for woman’s suffrage than the quieter 
American woman have in ten. 

We understand the situation better, too. 
It is simply an example of man's political 
faithlessness. Several years ago, when the 
radicais were out of power in England, they 
appealed to the women—in England, you 
know, women are much more active in poli- 
tice than here—and the women gave them 
their support in return for a promise that 
when the party returned to power it would 
fecure universal suffrage. 

go much for a ‘ preélection pledge!’ 
They've forgotten it now, and when the wom- 
en try to get into the houses of parliament 
to remind them they are mobbed and im- 
prisoned by the police! 

“As a matter of fact, two-thirds of the 
votss ir the house of commons have been 
pledged to woman suffrage, but the men 
won't do more than pledge to give their votes 
when the thing comes up. ‘They have to be 
prodded. Twice the measure has been car- 
ried in the house of commons, only to be de- 
feated by the lords. 

„% Now, here's the point. These women are 
breaking rules, of course, when they speak 
out in the houses. But every one does it in 
England. When the measure has come up 
before the lobbies have been full of jockeys 
and gamblers to oppose it, and no one put 
them out. It’s different with the women! 

“There has been some talk lately, I see, 
of abolishing the house of lords. Well, if 
the house of lords doesn't look out the women 
of England will help to bury it so deep that 
you can’t mine it out!“ 


Not “Common Women.” 


“These women aren't common women,’ to 
be bandied about lightly by the London 
police,” said’ Mra Rachel Foster Avery of 
Philadelphia, a member of the executive 
committee, Some of the noblest born 
women in England were in these processions 
—women such as Lady Balfour and Mrs. 
Fawcett, and Jane Cobden-Unwin. The 
cruelty permitted by the liberals is a dis- 
grace to a supposedly civilized community.’’ 

Miss Elizabeth J. Hauser went a bit far- 
ther. 

The men in England did the same thing,“ 
she said, except that they burned houses 
and pillaged cities for the right to vote. The 
women haven't done that—yet!’’ 

But,“ she added with a shiver of indig- 
nant impatience, vou don’t know how it 
feels to be disfranchised!“

Ticket office, 97 Adams street, 


JUDGE KAVANAGH’S METHODS

At the close of the hearing the court an- 
nounced that the proceedings have in three 
days reached the point where they were at 
the end of the fifteenth day in the first trial. 
Judge Kavanagh asked the jurors how many 
of them enjoyed’ bowling. Those who indi- 
cated their sporting proclivities were taken 
in the evening to a bowling alley near the 
Crimigel Court building; the others visited 
their Pesidences or spent the evening at a 
nearby gymnasium.

Tells About Conditions. 


Mrs. Jessie White, who spent four weeks 
im a millinery factory om the northwest side, 
addressed the milliners’ meeting. She told 
about the discouraging conditions and the 
low wages. 

A hundred. or more girls work in a dimly 
lighted, fll ventilated room in one of the 
factories I investigated,’’ said Mrs. White. 
They are paid from 7 cents to 40 cents 
for trimming a hat. Their average wages 
do not run over $1 a day. Yet you will see 
these hats worn by women who never think 
how they were made or what sacriflees are 
represented in their manufacture.“ 

The milliners will apply for membership 
in the Chicago Federation of Labor shortly. 


“CHICAGO HAS REFORMED,” 
SAYS JUDGE TO PRISONER. 


Latter Must Keep Out of Bad Company 
or Quit City—Municipal Court Get- 
ting Large Share of the Tort Suits. 


**Chicago has reformed, and no more win 
Chicago stand for certain classes which-in 
years gone by thrived within its boundaries,“ 
said Municipal Judge Fake to John McNichols 
yesterday afternoon. “ Keep away from bad 
company in the future, or you will have no 
chance in Chicago.“ 

Attorney Charles Erbstein pleaded that Me- 
Nichols had never been fined or convicted. 

Why, your honor, the defendant is not per- 
mitted to walk the streets,” said Attorney 
Erbstein. “ Whenever the police see him 
they lock him up as a pickpocket, while the 
records show that he has never been con- 
victed.’’ 

McNichols was arrested after he had visited 
Attorney Erbstéin tn his office in the First 
National Bank bullding. Detective Bock took 
him before Judge Newcomer at Harrison 


street, where McNichols demanded jury 
trial. His bonds were raised from $200 to 
$1,000, and Chief Justice Harry Olson assigned 
the case to Judge Fake, where the trial by 
jury was waived. The police were unable to 
show that McNichols is a habitual criminal, 
and Judge Fake was compelled to discharge 
him. 


CONFER ON IROQUOIS CASE; 
FIRE STORIES TOLD AGAIN. 


State’s Attorney Keeslar of Danville 
and Attorney George T. Buckingham 
Arrive to Aid State. 


Vivid stories of the horrors of the Iroquois 
fire were heard again in the Criminal court 
building yesterday when Assistant State’s 
Attorney James T. Barbour began theexam- 
ination of witnesses who will zo to Danville 
March 4 for the trial of Will J. Davis, mana- 
ger of the theater at the time of the tragedy. 

Mr. Barbour conferred also with State's 
Attorney John W. Keeslar of Danville and 
Attorney George T. Buckingham, special 
counsel engaged by the state in Danville. 
These men will remain in Chicago fora week 
studying the evidence and aidirg in the prep- 
aration of witnesses. Battalion chiefs of the 
fire department, relatives of those who died 
in the fire, and some who went through the 
fire in safety were among the witnesses ex- 
amined. Mr. Barbour expects to talk with 
twenty-five or thirty witnesses a day for a 
week. The state will send nearly 200 wit- 
nesses to Danville. 

Mr. Davis will go to Danville next Monday 
and plead not guilty to the charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the fire. The 
defense has announced that no plea will be 
made to quash the indictmen: and there ‘is 
every probabflity that nothing further will 
impede to the actual trial of the long delayed 
case. 


SUES FOR BREACH OF PROMISE. 


Myra L. O’Rourke Says P. J. Fitzgib- 
bons Failed to Appear When Their 
Wedding Day Arrived. 


Myra L. O’Rourke of Berwyn yesterday 
began suit for 325,000 damages in the Su- 
perior court against Patrick J. Fitzgibbons, 
said to be a wealthy west side bachelor. 
Only the precipe was filed, but the young 
woman's attorney, P. L. Evans, said the suit 
is based on a breach of promise to marry. 

According to Attorney Evans, Fitzgibbons 
met Miss O'Rourke, who is 18 years old, 
while attending a west side church. Their 
friendship ripened into love, and when Fitz- 
gibbons proposed he was accepted: The 
marriage was to have been last September.

KILLED WHILE LYING ON RAILS.

The motorman, John 
Pender, 196 North Hamlin avenue, and the 
conductor, R. H. Connell. 1785 West Tweilrth 
street, are held at the West Chicago avenue 
station pending the result of the Inquest.

Radical Anti-Pass Bill. 

Mr. McRoberts’ anti-pass bill covers & 
wider field than those previously introduced 
and would have the effect of preventing the 
free transportation of policemen and firemen 
by street railways. 

The 2 cent fare bill exempts from its oper- 
ation common carriers operating under local 
town franchises, thus eliminating street cars. 
It establishes a maximum rate of 2 cents 
for persons over 15 years of age, of 1 cent 
for children between the ages of 10 and 15, 
of 1 cent for children under 10 if traveling 
unaccompanied by older persons, and pro- 
vides that children under 10, if accompanied 
by an adult person, shall be carried free. 

Railway Pensions in Peril. 

In the house judiciary committee Repre- 
sentative King’s bill attacking the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy pension system as 
operated at present was reported out after a 
lively contest between representatives of the 
labor lobby and of the railroad company. The 
bill provides that the fact that an employé 
has received a benefit from the pension. fund 
shall not be a bar to action for damages, and 
that the fact that he brings the action shall 
not deprive him of his rights under the pen- 
sion system. It abolishes the clause in the 
voluntary relief association contracts which 
prevents the beneficiary from bringing action 
for damages for death or injury. 

Mr. King illustrated his argument in favor 
of the bill by photographe of maimed railway 
employés who were barred from recovering 
damages from the railroads for the lose of 
their limbs by the relief association contract. 

Mr. Redfern, g the Burlington 
Relief association, made the point that the 
passage of such a bill would violate the obliga- 
tion of existing contracts, and said the Bur- 
lington was fighting the Iowa law, similar to 
the one now before the Illinois legislature, in 
the Supreme court of the United States.

Cook County Senator Wants Treas- 
urer Thompson’s Salary Cut 
to $4,000. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 13.— [Special. I—Sena- 
tor John Humphrey has turned reformer. 
His particular burning desire is to reform 
County Treasurer John R: Thompson, in fur- 
therance of which wish he introduced in the. 
senate today a little bill which would reduce 
Mr. Thompson’s salary from $14,500 a year 
to $4,000.

RAISE FOR MUNICIPAL COURT? 


Amendment Introduced in House 
Provides Chief Justice May Receive 
$7,500, Associates $6,000. 


Springfield, Ill, Feb. 13.—[Special.]J— 
Amendments to the Municipal court act 
which were introduced today in the house by 
Representative Church would permit the pay- 
ing of increased salaries to Municipal court 
judges. It is provided by one of the amend- 
ments that the salary of the chief justice 
shall not be less than $7,500 a year and that 
of the associate judges shall not be less than 
$6,000. Further, it is provided that the max- 
imum shall not be greater than the salaries 
paid the judges of the Superior and Cir- 
cult courts in Cook county, making it pos- 
sible for the city council to raise the city 
judges to the salary level of the other judges 
at will. The amendatory bill makes a num- 
ber of changes in the present law, but the 
majority of the proposed alterations concern 
details of the procedure.

LOBBY SIEGE ON 
AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Advocates of Reform Bills De- 
scend in Force and Com- 
pel Action. 


CHICAGO TO FARE WELL. 


Tax and Drainage Measures Not 
Expected to Encounter 
Opposition. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | 

Springfield, III., Feb. 13.—[{Special.)—Tht 
legislature i beleaguered by an army of 
lobbyists, not of the common variety 
of corporation benchmen, but of the carefully: 
cultivated reform especies, and the general 
assembly is backed up against the wall with 
its hands in the air and yelling for help. By 
squads and delegations the advocates of re- 
form measures have descended on house and 
senate committees and in several cases al- 
ready have taken away what they want. 

The civic federation lobby, consisting of 
E. Allen Frost, W. H. Brown, secretary of the 
commission, and Attorney Howard O. 
Sprogle, has been successful in getting from 
the senate committee on judicial department 
and practice the jury reform bill which is 
designed to prevent such delays in jury se- 
lection as were experienced in the Shea and 
Gilhooley cases. 

The civic federation also was successful 
with the senate revenue committee and se- 
cured a favorable report of a bill providing 
for the establishment of a tax commission to 
investigate the methods of assessment and 
levying taxes with a view of reporting sug- 
gestions to the next legislature. 


Cook County Represented. 


The Cook county board has three repre- 
sentatives here in the persons of Commis- 
sioners Max Blumenfeld, J. J. Elias, and Carl 
R. Chidblom, who are endeavoring to secure a 
favorable report from the house revenue com- 
mittee on a bill creating a system of auditing 
for Cook county accounts, the necessity for 
which was proved by the investigation of fee 
offices there. This delegation has been partly 
successful, but will not get the bill out until 
next week. 

County Treasurer John R. Thompson is an- 
other of the successful advocates of remedial 
measures. Mr. Thompson’s bill to require tax 
assessing boards to do their work earlier and 
‘give collectors a better chance is not out of 
committee, but he has had a conference with 
a joint subcommittee from the senate and 
house tonight, and an agreement has been 
reached which will require the board of equal- 
ization to report by Nov. 1. On that date the 
per diem of members of the board will cease. 
Boards of review are required to report to the 
board of equalization by Sept. 7. The county 
clerk is required to turn over the books to the 
county treasurer by Jan. 2, and the city col- 
lector is required to turn over the delinquent 
property lists by Jan. 10. 


Agree on Drainage Bill. 


Agreements also were reached on the san- 
itary district bill in the senate drainage and 
waterways committee, and this measure has 
been sent to the subcommittee in order that 
amendments may be drafted. Committeemen 
desire to fix the bond limit of the district at 
$25,000,000, and there is no objection on the 
part of the sanitary trustees. It also is de- 
sired to fix a per diem for attorneys in damage 
cases instead of limiting them to 10 per cent 
of the judgment. These and other amend- 
ments will be drafted by a subcommittee 
composed of Senators Clark, Hall, and Gard- 
ner, and the amended bill is not likely to run 
into any opposition. 

In addition to all other lobbies there is 
a “lobby beautiful’’ composed of florists, 
headed by J. C. Vaughan, Philip Hauswirth, 
Philip Foley, President J. F. Amman of the 
State Florists’ association, and A. C. Beale 
of the University of Illinois. They will have 
a bill introduced appropriating $10,000 for an 
experimental station at the state university 
to study fungus growth. The measure will 
be urged as one demanded by Cook county 
tarmers, who happened to be nearly all 
horticulturists. 


Questions Billings Statement. 


The house also passed a resolution of- 
fered by Representative Covey of the Eighth 
district, in which the Elgin asylum is lo- 
cated, calling attention to the statements of 
Dr. Frank Billings, chairman of the state 
board of charities, that this institution isa 
firetrap and calling on the appropriations 
committee to make an investigation and re- 
port on the truth of the assertion with rec- 
ommendations for changes, if any are need- 
ed to advance the safety of the inmates. 
The resolution questioned the wisdom of Dr. 
Billings’ statements because they tended to 
alarm friends of the inmates of the asylum, 
and recited the numerous precautionary 
measures taken at the institution against 
fire. A subcommittee of the appropriations 
committee will make a trip of inspection.

A meeting of the charter committee on 
rules, procedure, and general plan will be 
held at 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon to con- 
sider the draft, which looks well in printed 
form, so well that the members of the con- 
vention which framed it view with horror 
the impending emasculating shears of the 
hard hearted country law makers, 


Charter Convention on Saturday. 

Following the committee meeting in Chi- 
cago today the charter convention is to be 
called Saturday for final action on the char- 
ter. The subcommittee will go over the book 
for technical errors. 

After that the legislature will go to work. 
The charter committee of the house, of which 
Representative J. M. Kittleman of Berwyn 
is chairman, will take charge in the lower 
house, and Senator O. F. Berry of Carthage, 
chairman of the senate charter committee, 
will have something to say about it before 
it is disposed of finally. 


Forms Imposing Document. 

In its completed form the charter is an 
imposing document. It comprises 146 pages 
and has an index of 14 pages. 

The general subjects covered are: Con- 
solidation, elections, submission of proposi- 
tions to popular vote, primary election law, 
corrupt practices, the mayor, the city council, 
the powers of the council in general, officers, 
civil service, corporate powers, police powers, 
powers for aid, relief and correction, 
finance, revenue, indebtedness, streets and 
public places, local improvements, public 
utilities, water supply, parks, education, com- 
pulsory education, public library, submission 
of charter to popular vote, and separate acts 
relative to the dispensing of intoxicating 
liquors by. social organizations and relative to 
the observance of Sunday.

DRASTIC ANTI-TRUST BILL 
PASSED BY INDIANA SENATE. 


Measure Aimed Principally at Standard 
Oil Company Indorsed by a Vote of 
41 to 2. 


Indianapoils, Ind., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
most stringent anti-trust bill that ever was 
proposed in the Indiana legislature was 
passed by the senate today by a vote of 41 to 2. 

The law is aimed principally at the Standard 
Oil company, which operates its own trans- 
portation and pipe line company, though its 
provisions are general. 

The bill provides that it shall be unlawful 
for any person, corporation, or firm engaged 
in transportation to discriminate in prices 
asked, received, offered, or paid for any 
product or commodities, and that any per- 
son, firm, or corporation, foreign or domestic, 
doing business in Indiana, and engaged in 
production, manufacture, or distribution of 
any commodity in general use, that shall for 
the purpose of destroying competition dis- 
criminate between different sections, com- 
munities, or cities of the state, by selling such 
commodity at a lower rate in one than in an- 
other, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and fined in any sum not execeeding 
$1,000 and imprisoned in the county jail fora 
term not exceeding one year.

GREAT SUN SPOT DISCOVERED; 
ELECTRICAL SHOCKS TONIGHT 


Scientists Predict Display of Lights as 
of Aurora Bofealis—May Affect 
Telegraph Service. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 18.—Prof. John A. 
Brashear of the Allegheny observatory to- 
day announced the discovery of a huge sun 
spot, 118,000 miles in length and 80,000 miles 
wide, : 

He predicts severe electrical disturbances 
tomorrow night which may take the form 
of an aurora borealis display. The dis- 
turbance may seriously affect telegraph and 
telephone service throughout the country. 

The great spot can be seen by the naked 
eye, with a piece of smoked glass. Besides 
the central spot there are several smaller 
ones to be o ed. The disturbance came 
at a time when it is not usual to expect sun 
spots.. Why it appears is not explained.

Would Be Fair to Producer.

planation of the method of its operation. It 
was approved by the Japanese government 
for the same reasons which made it satis- 
factory to Californians and to the president. 

Under the terms of the amendment there 
must be actual codperation between the em- 
pire of Japan, the republic of the United 
States, and the sovereign state of California. 
Any one of the three parties to this tri- 
angular agreement, which it is probable is 
unique in the history of diplomacy, may 
withdraw from it at any time. It binds no 


one, and yet it is an unquestionable basis of 


agreement which can be operated success- 
fully so lang as it is to the interest of the 
three principals. 

There is a broad loophole for the Japanese, 
just as there is for the federal government 
and for the Californians. The operation of 
this amendment is absolutely dependent upon 
the continuance by Japan of its custom of 
declining to grant passports direct to the 
United States. If the emperor thinks that 
his subjects are not being properly treated 
in San Francisco, he can grant passports 
direct to the United States and the president 
would be powerless under our laws to ex- 
clude tmmigrants holding such documents 
unless they should come under the opera- 
tion of our general immigration laws. 


Triumph of Diplomacy. 

This means a good deal more than appears 
on the surface, and it is one of the individ- 
ual triumphs of the diplomacy of President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root. The treat- 
ment of Japanese on the Pacific slope, en- 
tirely aside from the school situation, has not 
always been fair. The hoodlum element in 
San Francisco has attacked the Japanese on 
frequent occasions, and this gave more real 
offense to the Tokio government and more 
real concern to President Roosevelt than the 
mere exclusion from the public schools of a 
handful of Japanese students. 

If in the fullnes of time, although they al- 
low Japanese children to enter their public 
schools, the people of San Francisco or any 
other city should fail to treat the Japanese 
now in this country properly, and give them 
the full protection of the law, the president 
could modify his exclusion regulation and 
the Japanese government would at once find 
it within its own power to render this exclu- 
sion absolutely null and void for the Japanese. 

There is, therefore, in this singlé amend- 
ment to the immigration law a necessary 
guarantee of good faith on the part of the 
Californians. Some of the people from the 
Pacific slope have intimated that they might 
admit the Japanese children to the public 
schools to secure the passage of an exclusion 
act, but when that act had been passed they 
would make it so hot forthe Japanese already 
on the ground that they would be glad to go 
back home in droves. a 
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they fail to treat the Japanese already here 
with proper respect. 


Effect on Hawaii. 

There is still another feature of the Japan- 
ese problem which this remarkable compro- 
mise takes full account of. The Hawallan 
islands have been overwhelmed with the 
wave of oriental immigration. The Asiatics 
now have a majority of the population of 
the islands, and are fast taking. possession 
of every branch of labor, both skilled and un- 
skilled, and of smaller branches of com- 
mercial life. Nevertheless the supply of 
labor in the islands does not begin to keep 
up with thedemand. Efforts have been made 
to induce Portuguese, Italian, and other 
cheap labor to concentrate in the islands. 
There is a good opening there, but passenger 
rates from Europe to Hawali are almost pro- 
hibitive: It would be a serious blow to the 
development of the islands at the present 
time to keep the Japanese out. The new 
amendment does not interfere with the land- 
ing of the Japanese in Hawailin any way, but 
in fact contemplates their going there be- 
cause that is the class which the president 
has authority to exclude as well ag the Jap- 
anese who have been going to Mexico and 
Canada, and from there entering the United 


States. : | 
AGREE ON IMMIGRATION BILL. 


Senate and House Conferees Fix Head 
Tax at $4 and Eliminate Edu- 
cational Test. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—The immigra- 
tion bill was agreed to today by the senate 
and house conferees. The principal points 
of difference. were in relation to the pro- 
posed education test for immigrants and the 
provision that persons coming to this — 
try solely to avoid persecution or punish- 
ment on religious or political grounds shall 
not be deported because of want of means or 
the probability of being unable to earn a 
livelihood. Both of the provisions were 
eliminated. 

Under the agreement of the conferees the 
head tax on aliens was fixed at $4, a com- 
promise between the house provision of $2 
and the senaf® provision of $5. The senate 
provision exempting from payment of head 
tax persons who have resided in Canada, 
Newfoundland, Cuba, or Mexico for one 
year was retained. 

The conferees retaine@ also the house pro- 
vision exempting from the payment of the 
head tax persons arriving in Guam, Porto 
Rico, or the Hawaiian islands, but this does 
not permit such persons later to migrate to 
the United States and avoid paying the head 
tax. The house had included the Philip- 
pines in this provision, but the conferees 
made an exception of those islands. 


$750,000 FOR NAVAL STATION. 


Representative Foss Secures Favorable 
Action by House for Lake Bluff 
Institution. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
Representative Foss succeeded today in get- 
ting through the house an appropriation of 
$750,000 for the construction of buildings at 
the great lakes naval training station near 
Chicago. The plans for this station were 
approved by the navy department some 
months ago. It will be necessary for the 
next congress to make appropriations before 
the station can be completed. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


Senator La Follette of Wisconsin announced him- 
self in favor of an immediate revision of the 
tariff at an extra session of congress to be called 
immediately after March 4. Senator Spooner 
says it is impossible, because the president will 
not call an extra session for that purpose. 

A commission, of which Secretary Taft is presi- 
dent, selected a site on the corner of Conneeticut 
avenue and N street for the statue to the poet 
Longfellow. Congress has appropriated $4,000 
for the pedestal.

SAVE FUEL FOR NATION. 


Conservation of Mineral and Tim- 
ber Areas Advoeated to Pro- 
vide for Posterity. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—The “ urgent 
need of legislation affecting the different 
phases of the public land situation in “the 
United States was emphasized by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ir along message submitted 


to congress today. it 

In his message the president advocates the 
conservation of coal and other fuel resources 
on lands still belonging to the government, 
saying that henceforth the nation should re- 
tain its title to its fuel resources, urges gov- 
ernment control of the western public land 
pastures, and asks for an appropriation of 
half a million dollars, immediately avail- 
able, in addition to present estimates, to aid 
in detecting and preventing land frauds. He 
contends for a system of government leasing 
of its. mineral lands and for treating these 
fuel lands as public utilities. 


Other Nations Tease Lands. 

Concerning the leasing of mineral lands by 
the government the president points,out it 
is not an untried policy. It has been in force 
in Australia for fifteen years, and is now in 
force in all coal producing countries in Eu- 
rope and ih Canada, India, and all the Brit- 
ish colonies, . 

„Mineral fuels, like the forests and navi- 
gable streams, the message says, should 
be treated as public utilities. This is gen- 
erally recognized abroad. In some foreign 
countries practical control. of a large por- 
tion of the fuel resources was allowed years 
ago to pass into private hands, but the ex- 
isting governments are endeavoring to re- 
gain this control in order that the diminish- 
ing fuel supply may be safeguarded for the 
common good instead of being disposed of 
for the benefit of the few. 


Would Provide for Future. 

„% In our western states and territories the 

scarcity of both water and forests has ren- 
dered necessary their preservation as pub- 
lic utilities, and the preservatior. of the forests 
for the purpose of conserving botn the waters 
and the timber supply has come to be recog- 
nized as the wise and proper policy of the 
federal government. The quantity of high 
grade mineral fuels in the west is relatively 
much smaller than that of the forests, and 
the proper conservation of these fuels is a 
matter of far reaching importance. 
This government should not now repeat 
the mistakes of the past. Let us not do what 
the next generation cannot undo. We have 
a right to the proper use of both the forests 
and the fuel during our lifetime, but we 
should not dispose of the birthright of our 
children. If this government sells its re- 
maining fuel lands they. pass out of its future 
control. If it now leases them we retain con- 
trol, and a future congress will be at liberty 
to decide whether it will continue or change 
the poliey.“ 

The president denies the tiaim that reser- 
vation of the fuel supplies still belonging to 


the government would raise the price of coal 
in the west and adds: To secure cheapness 
of timber and fuel for the moment at the cost 
of ruin to our own children would surely be a 
suicidal policy.

Three Pronged Petition Attacked.

Judge Olson placed the names in 
the hands of n for the purpose of 
serving the necesgary papers. The papers 
were served in due form, but, as far as could 
be learned, the order of the court was ig- 
nored. The business men whose names ap- 
peared on the panel evidently did not be- 


eve that the court’s orders applied to them. 


Justice Olson Sends Summonses. 

But this was before the business men had 
had experience wi the Municipal courts. 
Chief Justice Olson glanced over the lists 
and discovered that the lists held names of 
men who had ignored service as many as 
five and six times. 

It's about time to show these men that 
they can't ignore the orders of the Munici- 
court,” said Judge Olson, and he began to 
draw up some legal papers. 

The legal papers were summonses for the 
men named as jurors to appear and explain 
why they should not be fined for contempt: 
of court. The first name on the list was 
that of John V. Clarke, president of the 
Hibernian Banking association. There also 
were summonses for John B. Lambright, 
president of the Lambright Cloaks, Suits and 
Clothing company; James D. Erskine, Her- 
bert M. Mendel, George 8. Middleton, and 
Joseph A. Hedley. 

A glance at the records showed that Mr. 
Mendel had been summoned no less than five 
times and that in no case had there been any 
return. It was not many minutes after the 
summons for President Clarke had been 
issued before he appeared before Judge 
Olson. 

“There must have been some mistake,” 
he said to Judge Olson. “I am perfectly 
willing to serve as a juror. Just tell me 
when to appear and I will be on hand.” 

This explanation was sufficient for Judge 
Olson when he learned that the deputy balliff 
with the summons for contempt of court had 
not yet reached him. 

Told to Serve on Monday. 

“T am going to institite a change in this 
jury service proposition,“ said Judge Olson. 
Come around on Monday to serve.” 

Mr. Lambright and Mr. Middleton were 
not so lucky, as they did not know of the 
action of Judge Olson until a bailiff appeared 
and flashed the summons charging contempt 
of court. 

O, I am sure that. there is some mistake,” 
said Mr. Lambright, as he hurried down to 
Judge Olson's court. There he explained to 
the judge that he had not intended to show 
a contempt for the court order, but that he 
had been ill. 

Just tell me when to supeat and I know 
that I will be there,“ said he. 

Judge Olson this promise as well 
as that of Mr. leton, telling them to ap-

Why Not More Policemen? 

The Liquor Dealers’ assoctation has dis- 
covered that the increased revenue derived 
by the city from higher saloon licenses has 
not been used for the improvement of the 
city’s police service, but is being diverted 
into other channels. In an appeal issued yes- 
terday to the press and pubiic by Ernst 
Kunde, president of the Cook county district 
of the state association, the dealers ask not 
for a refund of the money paid in higher 
license fees but that the revenue be used 
for the purpose for which it was raised— 
better police service. ’ 

In the statement issued by Mr. Kunde at- 
tention is called to the fact that $7,300,000 
were paid into the city in license fees in 1906 
with the prospect of a like sum being paid 
for saloon licenses in 1907. In the face of this 
fact, says Mr. Kunde, Chief Collins’ estimate 
of expenses for 1907 of $6 938,108 was pruned 
by Controller McGann to $4,850,000, or to 
nearly $3,000,000 less than the sum derived 
from saloon licenses, and, supposedly, to be 
used for this purpose. 

The area of Chicago is 196 square miles and 
there are available, at present, 1,680 patrol- 
men for traveling beats,” said Mr. Kunde. 
“ These men cannot work twenty-four hours 
a day, so they are divided into two details, 
two-thirds for night duty and d@ne-third for 
day duty. Thus the average post or beat 
comprises 224 acres, or forty-four ordinary 
blocks. Need any more be said as to the 
need of additional patrolmen?

York, 853. The population a mile of ratl- 
road in Tlilinofs ts 896: in Massachusetts, 1,- 
848; in New York, 925; in Pennsylvania, 622. 
Taking the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford road as a fair example of the New 
England roads, the average number of pas- 
sengers a train mile ts , and the average 
for New York state is 61. The average of 
the Alton road in Illinois was 52.21. If it is 
expected that the present train service will 
be kept up, it stands to reason (the cost of 
the passenger train being about the same in 
the different states) that the Chicago and 
Alton cannot secure the same earnings at 2 
cents a mile on 52 passengers a train as

Electric Line Competition. 


„Another and a serious problem which te 
confronting steam railroads and which will 
do much in a reasonable way in bringing 
about a normal and consistent reduction in 
passenger fares is the competition of electric 
lines. The Alton railroad is paralleled thirty- 
seven miles between Chicago and Joliet. 
eighteen miles between Dwight and Pontiac, 
twenty-nine miles between Lincoln and 
Springfield, thirty-nine miles between 
Springfield and Carlinville, and twenty-six 
miles between Alton and St. Louis.

The way in which orders for furniture of 
a particular kind were transferred from one 
firm in tho so-called school desk trust to 
another was outlined to the federal grand 
jury yesterday.

The contention of the government is that 
when the combine was formed certain fac- 
tories which turned out the same kind of 
furniture as some other were shut down in 
favor of the one having the capacity for the 
greatest output. 

WItnesses who testified to this condition 
were Charles F. Schuetze of Manitowoc, 
Wis., who has been connected with a fac- 
tory there since its inception. Mr. Schuetze 
is also a school trustee and was able to

) BURLINGTON HOLDS RIGHT FOR 
RUN OUT OF CHICAGO. 


Rock Island, After Loug and Expen- 
sive Fight, Forcea to Turn over 
Claim to Rival—Successful Bidder 
‘Says It Will Meet the Offer Made 
by Competitor—Old Service Said 
te Be of Weight in Influencing the 
Decision. 


The fight between the Rock Island and the 
Burlington for the fast mail award between 
Chicago and Union Pacific Transfer, Iowa, 
ended yesterday when Postmaster General 
Cortelyou announced that the contract was 
awarded to the Burlington. The fight be- 
tween the two lines has been the bitterest 
ever inaugurated for the mall carrying privi- 
lege. Other lines have sought to get it 
away from the Burlington, but it always 
has been able to distance competitors. 

In order to show the government that it 
could live up to its claims the Rock Island 


and showed it could deliver the mall from 
the Lake Shore road to Union Pacific Trans- 
fer fifty minutes ahead of the Burlington, ana 
on account of cutting off the haul from 
Englewood into Chicago and avoiding a 
transfer across Chicago would save the gov- 
ernment $260,000 in four years. 

In his announcement. of the award the 
postmaster general said he could not give 
the Rock Island the transcontinental mall 
on account of the Burlington agreeing to 
meet Rock Island's offer in service and cost.“ 
This statement is taken by the Rock Island 
officers to mean that the Burlington has 
agreed to reduce its compensation to a sum 
to equal the advantages claimed by the Rock 
Igjand. While no official confirmation or 
denial could be obtained yesterday it was 
intimated several days ago in Burlington 
official circles that the Burlington could 
not afford to lose the mail after carrying it 
so many years.” 

The postmaster general has rendered his 
decision. We will abide by it,“ said Presi- 
dent Winchell of the Rock Island. Tne 
fast train cost us about $25,000, but we 
showed that the Rock Island could make 
faster time to the Missouri river than any 
other lines and do it continuously.
